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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7, 9-10, 12, and 14 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including that of locking device having a 
plurality of locking members having a first end portion pivotally connected to each other and a 
second end portion removably engageable with each other, where one of the locking members 
has a plurality of elongated sections pivotally connected td each other, where each of the 
elongated sections has a linear shape, and the other locking member has a rigid and non- 
adaptable L-shape, where the locking members are selectably adaptable to form a substantially 
square shape, a plurality of hasps secured to the plurality of locking members, where each of the 
hasps has an aperture formed therein and alignable with each other to receive a lock, and at least 
one locking pin secured to one of the locking members and extending outwardly therefrom. 

The closest prior art of record, U.S. Patent Number 1,359,213 to Welch, discloses a 
locking device having a plurality of locking members pivotally connected to each other, a 
plurality of hasps secured to the locking members and adapted to receive a lock, and a plurality 
of locking pins that extend from the locking members. However, Welch does not disclose one of 
the locking members having a plurality of elongated section that are pivotally connected, where 
the elongated sections are a linear shape, and the other locking member is of a L-shape.
